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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art, U.S. 
Patent # 6,509,790 B1 of Yang does not teach nor render obvious a device or a system 
that has, in combination with other limitations, a voltage selector having a first supply 
input node adapted to be coupled to a common mode voltage of the amplifier and a 
second supply input node adapted to be coupled to a second supply voltage, the 
voltage selector being adapted to select among a ramp voltage and at least one of the 
common mode voltage and the second supply voltage to couple to the first input node of 
the amplifier.
